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Any  student  securing  the  attendance  of  three  cily  pu- 
pils who  shall  remain  during  the  entire  year,  shall  receive 
FREE  TUITION  AND  BOOKS,  and  for  each  additional 
student,  an  amount  equal  to  one-fourth  his  or  her  tuition. 

Any  student  securing  the  attendance  of  twenty  pupils 
who  shall  remain  during  the  entire  year,  shall  receive 
FREE  BOARD,  WASHING,  ROOM  RENT,  TUITION, 
AND  BOOKS  ($65),— and  for  any  less  number,  shall  re- 
ceive in  proportion  :  so  that  for  one  student  he  or  she  shall 
receive  one-twentieth  his  or  her  expenses. 

Thus,  no  one  will  work  without  pay,  and  students  will 
have  a  chance  to  help  themselves.  This  applies  to  both 
old  and  new  students.

METHODS  AND  MEANS. 


A  standard  text-book  is  made  the  basis  of  instruction  in  each 
branch  of  this  department.  Students  must  study  the  text-books  as. 
signed,  master  the  subjects  as  thus  presented,  and  pass  a  thorough 
examination  thereon.  Nevertheless,  while  insisting  upon  the  mas- 
tery of  each  subject  as  treated  with  scientific  system  and  fulness 
in  the  ' 'text-book  in  chief"  of  each  branch,  the  Faculty  will  stead- 
fastly discourage  mere  book  memorizing;  and  along  with  the  cat- 
echetical method,  lectures  will  be  given,  class  conversations  will 
be  conducted,  the  fascinations  of  the  ''Inductive  Method"  will  be 
employed,  the  blackboard  will  be  in  constant  use,  topics  for  short 
essays  will  be  assigned  the  students,  outlines  and  abstracts  of 
selected  portions  of  the  books  studied  or  read,  sermons  or  sermon- 
plans  will  be  required,  and  such  other  things  be  done  to  secure 
freshness  and  variety  as  are  consistent  with  our  aim — an  accurate 
and  thorough  knowledge  of  eacn  subject  as  treated  in  the  text- 
book adopted. 

The  students  will  be  expected  to  preach  at  certain  times,  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  faculty  and  their  respective  pastors, 
engage  in  such  Church  work  as  will  not  in  anywise  interfere  with 
College  duties,  and  yet  will  afford  them  useful  drill,  while  preserv- 
ing and  intensifying  real  sympathy  with  the  great  work  for 
which  they  are  lilting. 

Regular  Theological  Students — those  who  have  completed  the 
full  Normal  Course — will  be  assigned  to  the  respective  College 
classes  for  the  study  of  English  Language  and  Literature,  Rhetor- 
ic, History  of  Civilization,  Psychology,  Logic,  Introduction  to  Phi- 
losophy, Ethics,  Apologetics,  and  Biblical  Literature — subjects 
which  are  identical  in  the  two  Departments.

The  work  in  the  Laundry  has  been  done  under  chiefs, 
which  plan  caused  strong  competition,  thereby  producing  excel- 
lent results.  In  making  cakes,  puddings,  pastry,  bread,  and  in 
roasting,  frying,  broiling,  etc  , — visitors  can  testify  as  to  improve- 
ment. 

The  new  Industrial  Building.  21  stories  hig-h  and  35  x  70  feet, 
which  has  been  erected  during  the  past  year,  adds  much  in  beauty 
and  value  to  the  school  property.  Here  can  be  accommodated 
most  of  the   trades. 

The  large  and  valuable  printing  plant  from  Morgan  College 
has  been  put  in,  and  with  a  competent  printer  in  charge,  our  boys 
will  find  just  the  kind  of  work  so  long  looked  for. 

The  general  work  of  the  school,  done  by  our  girls  and  boys, 
out  of  school  hours,  helps  wonderfully  a,  large  number  of  students 
who  are  trying  to  educate  themselves  on  small  means. 

The  Farm  is  well  and  practically  cultivated  under  the  care  of 
a  most  competent  man.  We  need  more  boys  on  the  Farm,  and  par- 
ents might  help  by  seeing-  that  their  sons  do  not  neglect  this  most 
important  branch:  for  no  other  line  of  work  needs  good  theory  for 
its  base  of  operation  more  than  agriculture,  and  we  cannot  urge 
too  strongly  a  thoughtful  study  of  the  science. 

Tailoring. 

This  Department  has  taken  the  lead  in  interest  and  actual 
work.  Under  a  very  competent  instructor,  the  eleven  young  men 
engaged  here  have  been  benefitted  as  never  before. 

Shokmaking. 

The  four  young  men  in  this  Department  have  made  some  ad- 
vancement, and  the   work  is  commendable.

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Printing. 

This  industry  has  attracted  quite  a  good  deal  of  attention,  as 
some  excellent  job  work  has  been  turned  out;  and  when  iii  full  op- 
eration will,  no  doubt,  lead  in  Interest  and  numbers.    Ten  young 

men  work  here. 

Carpkntry. 

Our  boys  are  beginning-  to  understand  that  to  become  Orst-class 
carpenters  they  must  become  acquainted  with  the  materials  used; 
hence  they  are  becoming*  especially  interested  in  the  study  of  trees. 
Some  new  articles  have  been  made,  which  reflect  credit  upon  the 
five  here  employed. 

Blacksmithing. 

The  four  young  men  here  have  done  the  usual  work,  and  the 
farming  implements  have  been  kept  in  repair  by  the  workers  al- 
ways found  on  duty.

The  work  in  Domestic  Science  has  consisted  chiefly  of  a  series 
of  lessons  in  Progressive  Housework  arranged  by  Miss  Emily  Hun- 
tington, Supt.  of  theN.  Y.  Cooking-  School,  supplemented  by  talks 
on  the  chemistry  of  cooking  and  cleaning,  laundry  work,  etc.,  by 
the  reading  of  periodicals  and  by  original  papers,  by  the  students. 
The  course  in  housework  is  as  follows:—

3  Setting-  and  serving*  a  table. 

4  Bed-room  work.

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CONDITIONS  OF  ADMISSION. 

All  applicants  for  admission  must  produce  certificates  of  good 
moral  chai  acter.  signed  by  their  pastors,  and  their  parents  or 
guardians -must  guarantee  their  good  conduct.  All  new  scholars 
must  fill  and  sign  a  blank  form  of  Application  for  admission. 
Blanks  for  these  certificates  will  be  furnished  on  application  to 
the  President.  F.  J.  Wagner,  Cor.' Fulton  and  Edmondson  Aves. . 
Baltimore,  to  Principal  P.  O'Connell;  Princess  Anne,  Md.,  or  to 
Principal  G.  E.  Stephens,  Lynchburg,  Va. 

All  persons  must  pay  annually  on  entrance $1  as  incidental  fee. 

To  enter  the  College  Course,  applicants  must  pass  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  in  the  College  Preparatory  Course. 

To  enter  the  College  Preparatory  or  Normal  Course,  appli- 
cants must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  Norma  1  Prepar- 
atory Course. 

Students  coming  from  either  of  our  branch  schools  with  certif- 
icates of  satisfactory  examination,  will  be  admitted  to  any  grade 
to  which  the  certificate  permits  them  without  further  examina- 
tion. 

No  student  entering  a  school  after  the  year  or  term  has  begun 
can  be  admitted  to  any  class  without  passing  an  examination  on 
the  work  gone  over  by  the  class.  Students  passing  from  grade  to 
grade,  will  be  advanced  only  when  their  work  is  satifactory. 
Candidates  for  the  ministry  are  requested  to  present  a  preacher's 
license,  or  a  recommemdation  from  the  Quarterly  Conference,  or 
licenirig  body  of  the  Church  to  which  they  belong. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion in  the  full  Normal  Course  bef.ji  e  being  admitted  to  the  Theo- 
logical Course.     No  exceptions  to  this  rule. 

Every  student  boarding  in  the  Institution  is  required  to  make 
a  deposit  of  $20  to  cover  board  and  tuition. 

No  student  in  debt  to  the  Institution  will  be  allowed  to  re-en- 
ter before  pacing  bills  due. 

Graduation  Fee:  College  Department.  $5;  Theological  Depart- 
ment, $3:  Normal  Department,  $2.  These  fees  must  be  paid  the 
School  Treasurer  ten  days  before  graduation. 

All  students  must  pay  $1  admission  and  one  month's  tuition 
before  their  names  will  be  entered  on  the  books. 

Certificates  of  deposit  for  the  above  named  $20  will  also  secure 
enrollment. 

Pinal  release  from  all  school  duties  can  be  granted  by  the 
President  of  the  College  and  Principals  of  the  Branches  only.  All 
final  dicipline  must  be  by  vote  of  the  Faculty. 
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Catalogues  may  kje  obtained  by  addressing  Rev.  F.J.  Wagner, 

I).  D.,  Rev.  P.  O'Connel,  D.  I).,  or  Prof.  <i.  E.  Stephens. 

A  blank  Application  will  be  sent    to  any  one  requesting  it,  and 

as  soon    as  it  is  properly  filled  and    returned,  and  the  applicant  Law 

passed  the  required  examination  and  fulfilled  the  other  conditions 

of  admission,  the  name  of  the  student  will  be  placed  on  the  College 
Register. 

Female  students  attending  Morgan  College,  and  desiring-  us  to 
find  them  boarding  accomodations,  must  apply  early,  that  suitable 
places  may  be  secured. 

Students  wishing  to  retain  their  rooms  for  the  coming  year  must 
make  application  for  them  before  leaving  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year;  25  cents  deposit,  which  will  be  refunded  when  the  key  is  re- 
turned, will  be  required  of  each  student  occupying  a  room. 

The  assignment  of  unoccupied  rooms  will  be  made  in  the  order 
of  application. 

Students  may  occupy  their  rooms  during  the  summer  vacation 
by  the  payment  of  the  regular  room-rent. 

The  keys  of  all  rooms  not  to  be  occupied  during  the  summer 
must  be  delivered  to  the  resident  teacher,  or  full  room-rent  will  be 
charged  for  the  same 

Acco  in  mod  at  ions . 

Boarding  at  Morgan  College  or  its  Branches  may  be  obtained 
by  male  students  at  $1.50  per  week,  including  laundry  work.  The 
number  of  pieces  allowed  each  student  weekly  will  be  determined 
by  the  Laundry  Association.  All  clothes  must  be  marked  with 
the  owner's  name  in  indelible  ink. 

By  applying  to  the  President,  female  students  from  abroad 
attending  Morgan  College,  and  not  having  friends  in  the  city,  may 
obtain  board  in  good  private  families  at  $2.50  per  week,  including 
room-rent,  heating,  lighting,  washing,  and  the  freedom  of  the  par- 
lor. 

Female  students  attending  the  Princess  Anne  Academy  and 
the  Virginia  Institute,  will  be  charged  the  same  rates  as  the  male 
students  ($1.50  a  week)  for  board  and  washing. 

Rooms  are  furnished  with  bed-steads,  mattresses,  chairs, 
tables,  looking-glasses,  and  pails;  but  the  students  must  furnish 
their  own  pillows  and  cases,  sheets,  towels,  bed-clothes,  soap, 
combs,  and  brushes. 

EXPENSES. 

In  the  College,  College  Preparatory,  and  Normal  Departments 
the  charge  per  school  month  of  four  weeks  is  $1,50. 
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Ln  the  Normal  Preparatory  Department,  ttie  charges  areas 
follows:  Third  year  per  school  month  of  four  weeks  $1.25;  Second 
year,  $1.00:  First  year.  75  cents.  No  deduction  in  tuition  will  be 
made  for  less  than  one  month. 

While  in  Institutions  of  our  grade,  throughout  the  land  stu. 
dents  must  provide  their  own  books,  the  above  charges  include  the 
use  of  all  books,  and  all  necessary  class-room  stationery,  but  stu- 
dents will  be  charged  for  the  loss  of  books. 

The  children  of  ministers  of  all  denominations  will  be  charg-ed 
one- half  the  above  rates  for  tuition. 

Tuition  will  be  free  to  Theological  Students,  when  they  have 
enter  cl  the  Theological  department. 

Room  Rent  and  Incidentals. 

All  students  lodging  in  the  buildings  of  Morgan  Colleg-e  and 
its  branches,  will  be  charged  $1  per  school  month  of  four  weeks, 
for  rooms.  No  deduction  in  room  rent  will  be  made  for  absence 
of  less  than  one  month. 

Music. 

Students  desiring  to  take  vocal  or  instrumental  music  can  be 
picvided  for  at  rea bona ble  rates:  but  the  lessons  will  be  an  extra 
expense  to  the  student. 

Chapel  set- vice  is  held  each  school  day  at  9  \.  M.  Attendance 
is  compulsory. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  public  worship  twice  every 
Sunday,  at-  such  churches  as  they,  their  parents,  or  their  guardian 
may  designate. 

Prayer  meeting  is  held  every  Thursday  evening"  and  early 
everj  Sunday  morning.  iVttendance  is  altogether  voluntary. 
Nevertheless,  as  important  factors  in  promoting  our  aims,  we  urge 
onr  students  to  avail  themselves  of  these  privileg-es. 

LOCATION. 

Morgan  College  is  situated  at  the  corner  of  Edmondson  and 
Fulton  Avenues,  one  of  the  highest  and  healthiest  portions  of  Bal- 
timore city.  One  line  of  street-cars  (electric)  passes  the  door,  and 
two  others  (both  electric)  are  but  two  square 3  distant. 

Students  arriving  at  Camden  Station,  B  &  O.  R.  R.,  take  the 
electric  car,  transfer  at  Lexing-ton  Street  to  the  Edmondson  car 
which  will  bring"  hira  to  the  Colleg-e.  Students  arriving  by  other 
lines,  at  Union  Station,  take  electric  car  to  the  corner  of  Charles 
and  Preston  Streets,  and  transfer  to  electric  car  going*  west,  g-et  off 
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at  the  corner  of  Lanvale  Streel  and  Pulton  A. venue,  and  walk  two 
squares  sou  i  h  bo  the  ( lollege. 

Trunks  may  be  Left  al  the  station  and  the  teachers  wil]  Inform 
parties  how  to  have  them  delivered  cheaply. 

The  Princess  Anno  Academy  is  located  at  Princess  Anne,  Md., 
(Eastern  Shore)  on  the  line  of  the  New  York  and  Norfolk  It.  R. 
The  Principal  will  meet  students  at  the  station  if  notified  of  the 
\  inio  of  their  arrival. 

The  Lynchburg  Collegiate  and  Industrial  Institute  is  loeated 
at  Lynchburg,  Va.,  and  crowns  a  hill  affording  an  outlook  upon 
beautiful  natural  scenery.  It  stands  about  a  mile  from  the  city, 
and  in  sight  of  the  "Peaks  of  Otter."  Every  accomodation  is  of  the 
highest  order.  The  buildings  are  heated  with  hot  water,  and 
lighted  with  gas  manufactured  expressly  for  the  school.  All  in- 
formation needed  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  Principal  Rev.  G.

NEEDY  STUDENTS'    FUND. 

The  necessity  of  such  a  fund  lies  m  the  fact  that  our  students 
are  poor  and  often  have  not  money  enough'  to  meet  even  the  small 
amount  needed  for  the  school  year.  Hence  many  are  oMiged'  to 
leave  before  the  year  ;  loses,  thus  breaking  up  their  work  and  great- 
ly hindering  their  advancement.  Applications  are  frequently 
made  by  deserving  young  men  and  women  for  a  little  help  to  en- 
able them  to  finish  the  work  of  the  school  year. 

A  number  of  friends  have  contributed  to  this  fund,  but  all  has 
been  exhausted  in  gifts  and    loans. 

Conditions    on  which  Students  can  be  Helped  from 
This  Fund. 

The  applicant  must  be  a  member  of  some  M.  E.  Church  and 
must  maintain  a  good  character;  must  intend  to  graduate  in  some 
course;  must  have  been  at  school  at  least  one  year,  must  pass  all 
examinations  in  a  satisfactory  manner;  must  give  a  personal  note 
satisfactorily  endorsed,  for  the  amount  loaned;  cannot  be  aided 
more  than  $50  in  any  one  year. 

LIBRARY 

Some  additions,  through  the  gifts  of  thoughtful  friends,  have 
been  made  to  our  library  during  the  past  year.     We  greatly  need 
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Borne  new  books — recent  history,  ennobling  fiction,  popular  scien- 
tific works,  books  on  sociology,  biology,  biography,  and  philoso- 
phy. All  books  are  thankfully  received.  We  can  distribute  them 
among  our  schools,  or  aid  students  going  out  into  the  ministry  by 
the  gift  of  h  few  volumes  as  a  nucleus  of  a  library. 

NATURAL  SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

As  we  are  reaching  the  advanced  classes  in  the  college  course 
we,  more  deeply  than  ever,  feel  our  need  of  suitable  apparatus  to 
illustrate  lavs  operative  in  the  realm  of  matter.  At  least  $500 
are  needed  to  equip  this  department,  that  our  students  may  be 
properly  aided  in  their  investigations  of  facts  of  the  natural  world 
and  gain  a  clearer  conception  of  the  works  of  God. 

COLLEGE  SOCIETIES.

The  Demosthenic  Association,  which  meets  Saturday  after- 
noon, also  stimulates  earnest  literary  study  and  exercise  among 
the  younger  men
